CHAPTER XXXVU.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ONE OF CHAPTER FORTY-
SEVEN OF THE SESSION LAWS OF ONE THOUSAND EIGHT
HUNDRED AND SEKTY-EIGHT, RELATING TO THE PUBLI-
CATION OF THE LAWS IN CERTAIN NEWSPAPERS.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one of chapter forty-seven of
the session laws for the year one thousand eight hundred
and sixty-eight, be and the same is hereby amended so as
to read as follows :

Sec. 1. All laws of a general nature which shall here-
after be passed by the legislature shall be published once
in the several newspapers of the state, within, forty days
after tho close of the session; Provided t Such papers
shall have been regularly issued for at least three months
previous to the opening of such session.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-
ONE OF TITLE FIVE OF CHAPTER EIGHT OF THE GEN-

TREASURERS AND THE CARE OF THE PUBLIC FUNDS.
